| card here on the wife o! the plainest member of 


Congress, or of a subordinate officer in one 
of the Departments 

Among theer officials towards each other there 
ia a certain strict etiquette; all of course cal! at 
the White House, then the ladies of the Cabinet 
call first on the wives of the Senators, as they 
are regarded as higher in rank than the Secre- 
taries, on the ground that the members of the 
Cabinet are merely the advisers of the Presi 
dent, while the Senators are actual law givers 
Among those of the same rank the rule is that 
the family of the newly made Senator or Secre 
tary call firet on those of older date 

The wives of the under Secretaries and of the 
members of Congress call first on Senators and 
Secretaries; while the families of Secretaries, 
Senators and members must pay the first visit 
to the General-in-Chief, though lower officers of 
the army and nary call first om Cabinet and Se 
nators, but rigorously expect the firet visit from 
members of Congress and subordina‘e off vere 

Of course the entire body of officials, ae well 
as strangers and residents, cali firet on the 
foreign ministers, though the diplomats must 
pay the fret visit at the White House 

All these rules doubtless appear somewhat 
complicated, aod indeed one has to be here 
some time before one realiy comprebends the 
whole e*:quette of fashionable society 

Bat although to outsiders it may seem that 
those high in power have an altogether enviable 
position, a slight inquiry into their actual cond) 
tion will show that there are many ¢rawbacks 
to their apparent life of glory 

The ladies of the Wi House receive, as I 
bave said, all there visie but are forbidden by 
etiquette to return any. Neither must they ever 
sccept an invitation to any party or entertain 
ment. Mise Lane was the last lady in that posi- 
tion who ever went out, and she very seldom, 
while Mra. Lincoln never went at ell; so that 
now it has now become « strict custom that 
they shall not leave the® temporary home for
